BRITISH 

LONDON, Feb. 17.—Successful op- 
cvations on both banks of the Ancre 
were undertaken by our troops this 
morning. Considerable further prog- 
iess was made south of the river. 
The enemy's positions opposite the 
villages of Miraumont and Petit 
Miraumont were attacked and cap- 
—tured on a front of about one and 
one-half miles. We have penetrated 
more than 1,000 yards into the en- 
emys defenses and advanced our 
line to within a few hundred yards of 
Petit Miraumont. 

North of the Ancre an important 
enemy position on the upper slopes 
of a spur north of Baillescourt farm 
was carried on a front of about 1,000 
yards. Hostile counter attacks were 
successfully driven off. In addition 
to heavy losses inflicted on the en- 
emy, 268 prisoners, including five 
officers, have passed through the col- 
lecting stations. 7 

We carried out two raids this 
morning south of Neuve Chapelle 
ud northeast of Ploegsteert, where 
our troops reached the enemy's sec- 
ond line.

U. S. BRIEF AAKS 
DISSOLUTION OF 
STEEL COMPANY 


Washington, D. G. Feb. 17. Tne 
United States Steel corporation's de- 
tense to the government's @issolution 
sult was assailed today in a lengthy | 
brief filed by the government in the Su- 
preme court. 

The government charges that the cor- 
poration was formed not, 2s contended, 
as the result of the legitimate develop- 
ment of trade but for the “ suppression 
* competition and the exploitation of 
the public.“ The government meets the 
corporation’s contention that it is not a 
monopoly because it alone cannot dic- 
tate prices with the declaration that the 
corporation controls the output of more 
than 50 per cent of production in almost 
every branch of its activity and has 
maintained. prices, notably in the case 
of steel rails, to the extent that com- 
petitors virtually have followed the 
prices fixed by the corporation. 

“If one-half of the steel industry may 
be thus combined through one holding 
company certainly those controlling the 
other half would have the right to com- 
bine through another bolding company.“ 
the brief says. And, of course, if it 
be lawful to centralize control of the 
steel industry in two holding companies 
it would be equally lawful to central 
control of every other industry in two 
holding companies. Such undue’ con- 
centration of control over industry was 
thé very evil which the act was intended 
to prevent.

The object of war is to impose national will 
upon an enemy or to avoid the imposition of 
enemy will upon the nation. The German will is 
to pursue a sea policy which our government 
will not endure. A war, if oné results from these 
conflicts of 
prevails. 
This is the first, if superficial, aspect. Causes 
may be much deeper and consequences may 
be much greater, If the United States enters 
into the condition of war it has entered a danger- 
ous condition. It is necessary th? some 
Americans of this. There is a disposition to re 
gard war as a state of mind, which may be en- 
tered without many new activities. 

If the United States should go to war 

„American purposes and the purposes 

the entente become similar in one respect if 
in no other. The defeat of Germany becomes of 
consequence to the United States, even as it is 
of consequence to Great Britain, France, and 
Russia. Not only is there no certainty that these. 
nations will win their own war. There is no cer. 
tainty that they will not yet be overrun. 

There is no certainty that the British fleet 
will not come to a disaster. The probability is 
that it will not. There is no certainty in the mat 
ter. If Germany, by success—even if it had to be 
gained command of the seas, would that mean/ 
nothing to the United States, the enemy of Ger 
many? | . 

If—to get the matter well within possibility— 
operations in the next few months persuaded the 
entente powers that they could accept a peace 


Germany not only intact, but with new strength, 
and still at war with the United States, would 
that mean nothing to the American republic? 
The notion that, having the misfortune to go 
to war, we should not conduct the war upon 
terms of the greatest advantage to us, but should 
wait until the terms had become of the least 
advantage, seems a part of an impulse towards 
self-destruction. ve ' 
It would be much wiser to adjust ourselves to 
Germanys sea policy, to ask that the German 
embassy reopen its offices, to tell Gerard to re- 
main in Berlin and accept all the consequences 
of such compromising, than to enter the war 
without the determination of fighting it to the 
best of our ability and strength in the most favor- 
It seems almost incredible folly that we should 
take a chance of fighting alone when we can fight 
in company. A declaration of war will commit 
us to consequences. If Germany comes to terms 
with her enemies and is freed of them, is hand 
loose and outside the ring now around her, and 
if she looks across at the United States, a nation 
which has hurt her and which is at war with her, 
the situation will have elements of unpleasantness 
which ought to be apparent even now. 

The United States then would have to do alone 
what Great Britain, France, Russia, etc. ete., 
have not been able to do. If that were to be our 
policy, why undertake the enterprise at all? We 
sould better afford to agree with Holland and 
Switzerland and declare that our neutrality is 
inviricible and that nothing can modify m. 
It Germany and Japan found a common cause 
after this war, the United States, having given 
both reasons for disliking it and being at war 
with one, would be in a precarious state. 
Japan and Germany would not have to be allies 
in such an undertaking. They would need only 
to act simultaneously, and the greatest humilia- 
tion the American republic ever suffered would be 
the consequence.

UNIVERSAL MILITARY SERVICE. 
| {From the Illinois Staats-Zeitung.] . 

‘When examining our military bill more fu 
we find that on paper even we are quite far from 
UNIVERSAL military service as yet. For the six 
months’ training agreed upon young men of the 
age between 19 and 36 years have been chosen. 
To this measure we cannot object. But now let us 
consider the provisions concerning those exempt 
from military service. There we not only find an 
excessively great number of exceptions, but the 
law itself also seems to have “loopholes.” All 
young men, upon whom father, mother, sister, 
wife, or children are dependent for support, shall 
be exempt from military service. Further, men 
who are physically unable to carry arms are also 
exempt; this is bit natural The provision that 
members of religious secta, the doctrines of which 
oppose war, should be employed behind the front 
only, is also acceptable, But that every able 
young man, upon whom some family is dependent 
for support, should be exempt from military erw. 
lo, not only appears as 4 big hole in the law, 
through which shirkers are able to egcape their 
duties, but this provision even is apt to make 
universal compulsory service a farce, Let us 
look about ampng families—will we not find in 
nearly every case reasons which would exempt a 
young man from military service? We are will- 
ing to- believe in the patriotism of our young then, 
but will this patriotism not be suppressed in quite 
a number of cases by the force of circumstances, 
by the necessity to preserve the breadwinner for 
the family? And right here the government should 
step in. Our country is rich enough to support 
families the supporters of which have been sum- 
moned for military service; but our country is 
not protected sufficiently against exterior enemies 
as to be able to forego the services of a great 
number of able men, To the contrary—though 
we have no intention to point to a “mene teker 
our political experience shows us, unfertunately 
too plainly and too obviously, that our country 
will have té defend her right by means of arms 
sooner or later, with regard to her economical de- 
velopment and to the exténsion of her wie te 
And this conviction, known to every man who is 
nolitically ripe, admonishes us to establish uni- 
versal, compulsory service as quickly ag possible.

She owed her influence and her 
power in the Londan great world almost wholly 
to her tact, to her remarkably sound judgment, to 
her exceptional knowledge of men, women, end 
conditions both at home and abroad.

Tt was in her salons that Mrs. Asquith as Margot 
Tennant made her debut, and it was to her that 
Loré Aberdeen brought his bride om the return 
from his honeymoon. Lady Reay had the innate 
talent for drawing out the best of every one who 
approached her, and it was that which eaused 
them to appreciate her so highly-—-the more so as 
she had the reputation of not suffering fools giad- 

She certainly brought out all that was best in 
her second husband, Lord Reay, who is now lying 
very seriously in himself at his home tn Great 
Stanhope street, the result of an accident, and who 
in his seventy-eighth year has been se much at- 
fected by the loss of his wife that his recevery is 
considered doubtful. * |

Lerd Reay, who since the beginning of the 
ent war has sent more than 1,000 of his clansmen, 
the Mackays, of whom he is the chieftain, to Aght 
for their king, was a Dutchman when he married 
Lady Reay, or, as she was then, Mra. Mitchell. He 
had been active until then as secretary of legation 
in the diplomatic service ef the Netherlands, under 
the name of Baron Donald Mackay, and wae also 
a chamberlain of the late Queen Sophia of Holland. 
His father, who was president of the privy council 
of the Netherlands, inherited the Scottish barony 
of Reay and the baronetcy of Mackay from a 
cousin in 1876, and less than two years afterwards 
died without ever having visited Scotland or taken 
possession of the entailed estates there. Mra 
Mitchell, however, on marrying his son shortly 
after the latter's succession to his father’s honors, 
insisted upon his securing naturalization asa 
British subject in order to enjoy te the full hie 
prerogatives of hie Scottish peerage, of his chief- 
tainship of the great clan of Mackay, as well as 
the full benefit, material and political, of the own- 
ership of the large entailed estates in Scotland 

In the early days of their marriage the Reays 
bad all sorta of odd experiences when traveling 


on the continent. He was so widely known every- | 


where es Baron Mackay that his acquaintances, 
and, above all, hotelkeepers, ignorant of the fact 
that he had become a Scottish peer, could not un- 
derstand why he was traveling about on the con- 
tinent with a hedy Reay. Indeed, at St. Morits, in 
Switzerland, the boniface of the principal hotel, 
prompted by the English chaplain of the place, ro- 
spectfully urged Baron Mackay” to at least per- 
mit the English lady of title with whom he was 
traveling to pass as Baroness Mackay instead of 
as Lady Reay in order to satisfy the demands of 
propriety. 
— 


Lady Reay made her husband acquainted with 
the Gladstones. Indeed, Lord Reay became a great 
favorite of the Grand Old Man, and the latter, 
forming a very high opinion of Lord Reay’s intel- 
lectual attainments, Dutch levelheadedness, d 
extensive learning, made it his business to ousk 
him in every way, He caused an English barony 
to be added to his Scottish one so as to give him 
a seat in the house of lords, appointed him to the 
governorship of Bombay, where he did exceedingly 
well; made him under secretary of state for India 
in his last administration, and secured for him, in 
spite of his foreign birth, a seat in-the privy coun- 
cil. Lord Reay was also for a number of years 
chairman of the London school board, president of 
the Royal Asiatic society and of the British acad- 
emy, and wea head of all sorts of useful scientific 
and philan pic institutions.

Lord Reay has always been regarded as pre- 
eminently a safe man and 1s universally respected 
as such, and while possessed of the most courtly 
manners and pleasant looking, did not appear to 
his advantage in the kilt and Highland dress 
which Lady Reay always insisted upon his wear- 
ing when staying at their various country seats 
north of the Tweed In fact, te me he never 


looked so much of a Hollander as when rigged up 
as a Highlander. 


Lord Reay has no children, and accordingly his 
Scottish peerage and his baronetcy, as well as 


the entailed estates, will go at his death to his 


very remote cousin, Baron Eric Mackay, who 
makes his home at The Hague with his wife, the 
former, Maria Ven Dedem, and whose father, the 
late Baron Aeneas Mackay, who died a few years 


ago, held on several occasions the office of pre- 


mier, of minister of foreign affairs, and of preai- 
dent of the council of state of the Netherlands. 
Lord Reay’s English barony will become extinct 
with bis death.

Among Lord Reay’s ancestors were Otto Mac- 
kay, who fell at the battle of Flodden Field, and 
Gilchrist Mackay, who flourished in the reign of 
Robert IIL The origina] Mackays are asserted by 
philologists to have been the Aedui of Julius 
Cesar, who helped him in his war with the Teu- 
tons, so that the Mackays in fighting today in 
France against the Germans are merely renewin 
® quarre] near 2,000 years old. 


The Great Lord Reay was one of the most devoted 
adherents of Charles I., who, not content with 
creating him a daronet and a peer of the realm as 
Baron Reay, further advanced him to the dignity 
of Earl of Strahnaver. But the latter dignity was 
never perfected, Scotland's parliament refusing to 
ratify the creation. Lord Reay, finding himself 
excluded from the amnesty in the treaty between 
the Covenanters and King Charles, withdrew to 
the contient. 


From that time forth the Scotch Mackays were 
heard ef in all parts of Europe, as soldiers of 
fortune in the service of the king of Denmark, of 
King Gustavus Adolphus of Sweden, of the Rus- 
sian caars, of the kings of Poland, of the kings of 
France and of Spain, and of the Prince of Orange 
in The Netherlands, where the family may be said 
to have made its headquarters, never neglecting, 
however, to maintain the connection with Scot- 
land, each generation furnishing officers to the 
army and to the navy of the British crown. 

One of them, George Mackay, son of the thira 
Lord Reay, was owner of Skibo castle as far back 
as in the early part of the eighteenth century, In 
fact, Skibo castle remained in the possession of

Proteins are not 
simple substances. They. in turn, can 
be split up into amino acids. The amino 
acids in protein from meat are better 
suited to repair the wear in the bedy of 
the human animal than are those in the 
protein from vegetables. 5 

At the head of the list are the pro- 
teins of milk and eggs, then come those 
from meats. The amino acids in gela- 
tin are so different from those of meat 
that we know they cannot repair waste 
by themselves. We call them incom- 
plete proteins. Among the vegetable 
proteins some are more nearly what the 
human body requires than are others.

It is no whim of taste that men pre- 
fer wheat bread. It is not because 
wheat came from Palestine. Wheat 
protein is nearest perfect of all the 
vegetable proteins. The amino acids 
of corn protein are not exactly right for 
the human animal. Wild animals know 
that certain mineral foods are neces-_ 
sary. They travel long distances to 
reach “licks.” On the one hand where 
there is enough lime the animale are 
‘atrong and heavy. On the other they 
avoid the bad lands where there is an 
excess of certain minerals. 

The scientists explain all of this by 
saying that certain amounts certain 
salts are necessary for the maintenance 
of bodily well being. Furthermore, they 
say that when the amount taken in is 
beyond the needs of the body the excess 
is either passed through the body with- 
out being absorbed or is absorbed and 
in greatest part immediately thrown off. 

And, finally, the knowledge that fresh- 
ness in certain foode is necessary at 
times is instinctive.

his lonely cell if full pardon was not granted him. When he was 14 years old 
Pomeroy began his crime career by denuding a small boy, tying him to a beam in 
a barn, and lashing him into unconsciousness with a rope. Five small boys later 
were found whe had been Pomereoy’s victims; all had been stripped naked, their 
bodies slashed with a pen knife, and pins and needles stuck into their flesh. The 
murder of S year old Horace Millen, whose body was found in a marsh with the 
throat slashed, led to the apprehension of Pomeroy, who confessed to the crimes, 
Two of his victims had described him as the “ wall-eyed” boy and in that way 
he was singled out. He was convicted in IS Gand sentenced to be hanged, but 
his sentence was later commuted to life imprisonment at solitary confinement. 
During the forty-one years of his sentence he has not been out of his cell and has 
seen no visitors or fellow prisoners. During this time he has mastered seven 


foreign languages and has studied law and various branches of science.

interesting (and incidentally the most 
beautiful) of harassed heroines, the nif- 
tiest of dramatic Niobes, to be found in 
the New York sector.
